I *i* to submit the follovlng report relattye to the transfer of 
Lee Ogwaia. 

In the early afternoon of Noveniber 23, I963 Chief Curiy called m by tele- 
phone and asked ™e when ve would be ready to tr«,sfer Oswald. Either this con- 
wsaUon or a later conTereation I made some remark that I didn-t know Whether 
we were to transfer him or whether sc,»one else was going to transfer hia, and

transfer him. I told the Chief we wex, stiU talking to him. and he asked me

by 10.00 am the next morning. Chief Curiy said, -I need to tell these paoriL. 
eomelhing definite." Viho he was referring to I do not know. I told hi. I 
thought we could be ready by that time. 

IHarlng the night or early mondng hours of November 23. I received a talephone 
call from Captain W. B. Kramer, *o told me that they we., going to have to trans- 

, received and that someone was going to try to 

kill him. I told Captain Frazier lhat no security had been set up for his trans- 
fer at that time and that he had batter rh«„v ^^y, n.... . .

some arrangements for the transfer. I^ter. Captain Frazier called me back and 
eaid that he was unable to reach tte Chief and he was going to leave him where 

W>Ue interviewing Oswald on November 21, in conjunction with Harry D. Holmes, 
Post Office Inspector, Forrest Sorrels ^ Tom Kelly of the Secret Service, and 
in the presence of L. D. Montgo»ry, L. c. Graves, J. R. Le,^,u. .nd C. n. 
nhorlty of the Homicide and Robbery Bweau, Chief Cux^ came to W^ff lo^ 
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aaked if I „as teady to transfer the prisoner to the Dallas Covmty Jail.

the investigation ,nd questioning, vere standing In or just outside ^ office 
.'oor. J told hi. I was ready to start any ti»e th, a.curity va. completed. 
Chief Curor advised ^ that the large can»ras had been .oved away from the 
jail office and that everything was prepared and that the people had been «^ed 
back across Co^nerce and that some new^en would be in the basement, but would 
be well back in the garage. 

Someone had ordered an annored truck, and it was agreed that we let . 
police car lead the annored truck as if the prisoner was in it. and when he 
tu^ed to th, left Off Cohere, where he was to go to El. and turn left, while 
ve would actually have the prisoner In an unmarked police car and turn to the 
3*ft on Main Street foUowed by another gxpup of officers in another police ' 
car and take hin to the County Jail. 

Security had been set up, we were told, at the Comty Jail, and I 
instructed the officers in the car that did not have the pn«,„er to drive 
just past the back entrance to the Co^^y Jail, and we would drive in the 
passageway made for unloading prisoners where a steel door could be d«pped 
dow behind us. 

Chief Cur^ then told me that he and Chief Stevenson, who was with him, 
"ould go on to the County JaU and meet us there. 

I instructed James R. I«avelle to handcuff his left hand to the prisoner's 
right hand. The prisoner was already handcuffed. I instructed L. C. Graves 
to walk to his left and L. X>. Kontgomex^ directly behind hi., and I told them 
that I would walk In front of the prtsoner out of the door to the car. W, 
decided that the best route wouOd be throl^gh the Jail and out of the left *or 
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of the jail and th« to the basement glrlng us but a fe» feet to the car. 

*s V, „ere leaving to go to the Jail. elevator, I told Det. T. L. Baker to 
call downstairs and tell t*en, we were on the vay down and have the car ready. 
B«t. Baker called ««i U. Wiggins said .11 v„ dear. 

Before taking the man out of the jail office I asked one of the unifon. 
Officers Who was standing to my right if everything was secure. I believe that 
two officers answered ™e that eveiyttlng was all right. I then advised the 
officers foUowdng „e to co>«e on, and at this moment Officer Ehority, who was 
driv^.ng the T»lice car for the prisoner, was backing into position with the 
police car we were to put the prisoner in. As I reached for t.. car door 
and told the officer to put him in car, I heax. a *ot. On my left I 
saw Officer Graves and a number of officers gx,b this man arri pull hl^ to 
the pavement. Det. Graves twisted tte gun from his hand and handed it to 
»e. The prisoner was carried Into tt» Jail office and a doctor „s su^noned 
and arrived almost immediately a„i went to work with the prisoner until an 
ambulance arrived. Some of the other officers took the man that I found was 
Jack Rul^y up into the Jail. 

I instructed Officers Bhority, Leavelle and Graves to ride with the prisoner 
in the ambulance. Dets. E. R. Beck, L. B. Montgomery, 0. W. Brown and myself 
followed the ambulance to the hospital, where security was kept until he was 
released to an undertaker. 

Immediately after the shooting, I asked DetecUve Dbority to contact the 
captain of the Uniform Division secure the names of all of the people in 
the basement at the time of the footing. 
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
